2. Claims 1, 3-8, and 10-11 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The cited 
prior art, Schoch US Patent No. 6,460,140, teaches a system for controlling the use of 
licensed software. Schoch fails to teach the distinct features of the present invention 
including obtaining a local license from the software storage medium and storing the 
local license with the software product on the computer and transmitting a backend 
license to the computer and storing the backend license on the computer (Applicant's 
response dated 1 1/29/2004, pages 6-7). The cited art including Schoch fails to teach 
the storing of two licenses on a single machine used for activation of a single software 
product. Thus, the cited prior fails to anticipate or render obvious the above-cited 
claims.
